access point off Colway 
Lane and the realign¬ 
ment of the Colway 
Lane/Pine Ridge junc¬ 
tion, and is now nearing 
completion. 

The second phase will 
see the site extended

Timber Vale Caravan Park and behind existing 
houses in Talbot Road. 

One of the conditions of West Dorset’s approval 
of the plans was a Section 106 agreement, which 
will secure the provision of 35 per cent affordable 
housing, equating to 19 units on the site, and a con¬ 
tribution of £97,387.50 from the developers, Bloor 
Homes, for educational facilities at St Michael’s 
Primary School. The funding has been negotiated 
with Dorset County Council and will go towards 
providing additional classroom space at the school. 

St Michael’s acting headteacher Nick Kiddle said 
he was unable to comment on the funding until the 
school received official confirmation. 

Lyme Regis Town Council’s Planning & High¬ 
ways Committee has previously expressed safety 
concerns over the increased traffic the develop¬ 
ment could create in Colway Lane, Haye Lane and

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Luke warm reaction to the town 
council's marketing ambitions 


Skaters warned not to use 
new park before completion 


PLANS to open up Lyme Regis’ marketing 
ambitions to a wider group outside the town 
council has been met with a less than enthu¬ 
siastic response. 

At last week’s meeting of the Tourism and Eco¬ 
nomic Development Committee a report from deputy 
town clerk Mark Green outlined the council’s wish to 
set up a new team to promote the town in the future. 

He reported that the council had set aside of £2,000 
for each of the next three years to support the mar¬ 
keting team, 

It was envisaged that three councillors would sit on 
the team in addition to the £50,000 per annum spent 
on the tourism website and the production of the hol¬ 
iday brochure. 

It was envisaged that three councillors would sit on 
the new team alongside persons drawn from those in¬ 
terested in how best and most effectively to market 
the town. 

Invitations were extended to organisations con¬ 
nected with events and attractions in the town but 
only a handful attended the meeting. 

Committee chairman Cheryl Reynolds said she was 


anxious to involve all those who worked so hard to 
publicise the town. The first step would be to get the 
team off the ground with volunteers being recruited 
as the team got going. 

But there were few willing volunteers from the floor 
with Philip George, the marketing guru at the Town 
Mill, saying it was essential for the council to adopt 
a marketing strategy for the town before setting up a 
team. He said he would be willing to offer his services 
for free but only if the council had such a strategy in 
place. 

John Dover, representing the RNLI and twinning or¬ 


ganisations, said most community workers were ex¬ 
tremely busy and he thought it would be better to get 
together ideas before asking them to serve on another 
committee. 

Councillors Reynolds and Richard Doney agreed to 
sit on the team representing the council, with one 
more councillor being sought. 

Councillor Reynolds said they had to start some¬ 
where and it was agreed to set a date for the first meet¬ 
ing and extend an invitation to all those interested to 
attend. 


Cash windfall for the school 


SKATING enthusiasts have been warned not to use 
the new Lyme Regis skatepark until it is finished 
and officially opened. 

Town councillor Cheryl Reynolds, an advocate of 
the skatepark who helped raise £13,000 towards 
the £150,000 project, reported earlier this month 
that some skaters had already been using the 
park, which is still under construction in Char- 
mouth Road car park. 

Commenting on social network website Face- 
book, she said: "There are footprints and board 
marks from the boys that used the skatepark last 
weekend. The workman will not pour on Friday 
[January 15th] because of this, but their main con¬ 
cern is the danger; there are pieces of metal and 
all kinds of objects that could cause serious dam¬ 
age to silly people using the skatepark before it is 
finished. 

"Please don't do this for your own sakes and 
everyone else's." 


Council clarifies its 
position on referendum 


WEST Dorset District Council has responded to 
press coverage which may give the impression 
that it is actively seeking a referendum into the 
way it is run and wishes to pay for it. 

A statement from Councillor Anthony Alford, 
Leader of West Dorset District Council, said: "The 
costs are regrettable, but we have received a pe¬ 
tition signed by over 6,000 people and under the 
law this has triggered a referendum which re¬ 
quires us to give the rest of the 80,000 electorate 
the democratic right to decide if they want the 
council to have different committee structures. 

"The petition has been signed by 7.5 per cent 
of the electorate and asks us to hold a referen¬ 
dum on whether to change, not that we should 
do it. This cannot be regarded as a democratic 
mandate for change. Only a referendum where 
the remaining 92.5 per cent of residents also 
have a chance to vote could provide this. 

"To proceed in any other way would be unde¬ 
mocratic. We are doing all we can to limit costs 
and will save about £50,000 by holding the vote 
at the same time as the Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner elections."

piecemeal nature of the development in this area 
which will fail to address the totality of the issues that 
will occur when the site is eventually completed.” 

However, planning officer Debbie Redding, who 
recommended approval of the plans to West Dorset’s 
Development Control Committee, said 
the issues over highways had been addressed as ap¬ 
proval for phase one of the development required a 
contribution of £50,000 for enhancement works to the 
Colway Lane/Pine Ridge area and a Traffic Regula¬ 
tion Order to close an old section of Colway Lane, 
which runs behind Pine Ridge. 

“There has been concern raised in representations 
regarding the additional traffic generated by the de¬ 
velopment and safety in Colway Lane,” Ms Redding 
added in her report. 

“These issues were raised previously at the time of 
the phase one application and have been addressed 
through the provision of the highway contribution and 
a travel plan. These measures are considered to be ac¬ 
ceptable by the Highway Authority. 

“Overall the applicant’s information and assessment 
of traffic and highway issues is considered to be ac¬ 
ceptable and the road layout and parking provisions 
suitable to serve the development. Therefore there are 
no material highway reasons to prevent this develop¬ 
ment proceeding.” 

Ms Redding also considered the principle of a resi¬ 
dential development; design, character and visual 
amenity; residential amenity; biodiversity and pro¬ 
tected species; drainage and ground stability; afford¬ 
able housing; community infrastructure and 
recreational space. 

She concluded by saying: “The proposed develop¬ 
ment is considered to be acceptable being an allocated

Management takeover at View From series 


NEWSPAPER proprietor 
Sir Ray Tindle has sealed a 
ground-breaking deal which 
passes ownership of some 
of his leading titles to the 
people who run them. 

The View From series in Dorset, 
Pulman’s View in Devon and Som¬ 
erset, along with the capital’s 
South London Press, Mercury, and 
the London Weekly News titles, in¬ 
cluding the Westminster, Fulham 
and Hammersmith Chronicles, 
Kensington & Chelsea News and 
the Westminster & Pimlico News 
series, now pass into the hands of 
executives Philip Evans, Karen 
Sheppard and Hannah Walker. 

However, Sir Ray insists the deal 
does not signal his retirement. He 
is now celebrating his 90th year 
and has no intention to stand back 
from front-line management. 

He says the sale is to ensure the 
long life of the papers which in¬ 
clude some of the oldest in the 
country. 

The deal still leaves him with the 
ownership of approaching 200 ti¬ 
tles across the country (plus per¬ 
centages from eight per cent to 49 
per cent in more than another 200 
papers making his interest in the 
local press still total more than 400 
titles). He intends to remain hands- 
on. 

In this unique deal Sir Ray also 
remains a 10 per cent shareholder 
in the newspapers with Karen, 
Philip and Hannah holding equal 
shares of 30 per cent each. 

The new group owned byPhilip, 
Karen and Hannah is called Capi¬ 
tal Media Newspapers Limited and 


will continue to operate from Lon¬ 
don and Lyme Regis. 

The South London Press cele¬ 
brated its 150th anniversary in 
2015 and Sir Ray threw a party on 
board HMS Belfast in London at¬ 
tended by HRH the Countess of 
Wessex, Secretary of State Lor 
Culture Media & Sport, John 
Whittingdale, and the entire staff 
of the paper. 

At the event Sir Ray emphasised 
the key role local newspapers play 
up and down the country and how 
they are fundamental to democ¬ 
racy. Sir Ray Tindle, who bought 
his first paper after receiving de¬ 
mobilisation money as did all 
those who were in the Army dur¬ 
ing the Second World War, has a 
career history of making failing 
newspapers viable. 

With a staff he describes as one 
of the very best in the UK press, 
Tindle Newspapers has launched, 
or bought up, 47 titles since the 
start of this recession. 

On this latest announcement Sir 
Ray said it made complete sense to 
sell the London and Dorset titles to 
the people who currently run them. 
He wished Philip Karen and Han¬ 
nah and the whole staff all the very 
best for the future. 

He said the staffs of these papers 
were superb. 

Philip, who originally launched 
the View From series, said: “Hav¬ 
ing managed local newspapers in 
London earlier in my career, I am

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Town Mill looking to the future 


F ACEBOOK is a wonderful 
medium for ranting and looking 
at pictures but, as they say, “don’t 
let the truth spoil a good story”. 

There has been much public speculation 
about the position of the cheesemonger at the 
Town Mill. So it may be helpful to outline the 
facts and put them in context. 

In July, cheesemonger Justin Tunstall in¬ 
formed the Town Mill Trust that he wanted to 
sell his business and retire. Timing is every¬ 
thing. At that time the trustees were reviewing 
the future of the Town Mill complex and how 
we might increase its value to the town. 

We had already decided, following consulta¬ 
tion with our volunteer community, that 
straightforward retail, with which Lyme is al¬ 
ready well provided, did not add significantly 
to the Town Mill, particularly as retailers often 
close in the winter. We focused on how the mill 
site could support the town’s out-of-season 
economy by doing things differently rather 
than offering more of the same. A more helpful 
approach, we thought, would be to develop 
productive activities that use a wide range of 
skills, new or old. 

The cheesemonger has been very successful, 
and the Town Mill has supported Justin 
through availability of space and the rent level. 
His business could operate from any retail lo¬ 
cation in the town - it might, for example, have 
followed the route of the Town Mill Bakery 
which preceded it at the mill. 

Faced with his proposed sale of the business, 
we considered that a further three year lease

would not fit with our plans for the Town Mill, 
and informed Justin accordingly. He, in effect, 
wanted to sell the “lease” with his business. But, 
as he was fully aware, he had no right to renew or 
reassign the lease, which he does not own. 

Seasonal economy 

In early September, following discussions with 
Justin, and recognising how difficult it would be 
for him to sell his name, stock, etc. without a 
place to put them, we offered to provide Justin or 
a prospective buyer with either a three year lease 
or a one year licence. This was not a “grudging” 
offer, nor was it asking him to leave. 

At the end of September, he was in a position to 
either sell his business (which he had failed to do 
by the end of the year) or continue to run it at the 
Town Mill. He had been given a three year win¬ 
dow during which he could run, develop or sell 
his business. He alone decided to close his busi¬ 
ness at the end of December. 

The town’s seasonal economy, and the impor¬ 


tance of volunteers, form the context of the 
trustees’ thinking about all the tenancies on the 
mill’s site. 

The challenge of the quiet season for seaside 
economies is well recog¬ 
nised - shown, for example, 
by the recent government 
initiative of the Coastal Re¬ 
vival Fund. Our successful 
bid to this fund will help us 
with the serious business of 
determining how best to fur¬ 
ther develop the way the 
Town Mill supports the town’s economy, whilst 
ensuring that we take care of our historic build¬ 
ings. These funds will enable us to undertake a 
full digital survey of the Town Mill and, with 
professional architectural support, explore how 
we can use/develop our space to further support 
economic activity. 

All weather space 

The mill has the potential to provide activities 
and interest which draw visitors to the town out 
of season and to create an all weather space. We 
are thinking carefully about how we develop our 
spaces for small businesses involving skill- 
based production activities. 

We see the possibility of having business ac¬ 
tivities at the mill which create products of in¬ 
terest, using skills that are also of interest, 
potentially giving us two routes for attracting 
visitors. Existing examples like the brewery, 
pottery or silversmith have recently been joined 
at the mill by Coastline Creative. We plan now 
to attract a skills-based artisan/start-up business 
to the miller’s garage, which will enhance visi¬ 


tors’ experience of the mill. 

And then there is volunteering. The Town 
Mill, like so many significant aspects of Lyme 
Regis, is run by volunteers - shop, mill, garden, 
trustees, PR, banking - 
all working tirelessly, 
free of charge to ensure 
the Town Mill complex 
exists, now and for fu¬ 
ture generations. 

During 2015 this vol¬ 
untary commitment kept 
the mill site open so that 
over 55,000 people visited and enjoyed what it 
offers. The trust has worked hard to improve the 
benefits of volunteering at the mill; those bene¬ 
fits include discounts, support and produce pro¬ 
vided by most of the businesses on the site (and 
some off-site) who recognise how they benefit, 
directly and indirectly, from our volunteers’ ef¬ 
forts. 

The Town Mill has a clear strategic direction: 
to be more involved in supporting Lyme Regis 
and, in particular, to find ways of creating jobs 
and economic activity that helps the out of sea¬ 
son economy. We are prepared to take the diffi¬ 
cult decisions required to move The Mill 
forward. To this end, we have recently created 
a new part-time post to focus on improving what 
we offer to visitors and on supporting our vol¬ 
unteers. 

We are firmly looking to the future. If you 
share our vision, please do support us. If you 
have the time, please come and join us to help 
make it happen.

Public have asked for system 
change, not £95k referendum 


■ PUBLIC First’s suggestion to West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council’s leader to cancel running a gover¬ 
nance referendum by voluntarily changing from 
the Cabinet system to a committee system - sav¬ 
ing £95,000 referendum costs - has been refused 
despite the public’s overwhelming call for change 
in the petition; 6,115 electors signed, wanting 
change, with only 38 apparently wanting to keep 
the Cabinet system. 

Sadly, the example of Canterbury City Council’s 
voluntary change, avoiding referendum costs, 
found no favour at West Dorset council. 

If electors vote on May 5th for change, the coun¬ 
cil will have needlessly spent £95,000, when all 
the signs point to a change result at the polls. For 
comparison purposes, this sum is the equivalent of 
95 West Dorset charities/causes each getting a 
cheque for £1,000. 

The public didn’t just “seek a referendum”. 
Rather, the petition form stated the public “seek a 


referendum on whether the council should be run 
in a different way by one or more committees 
made up of elected councillors”. The public wants 
system change. 

People of all parties - Conservatives, Labour, 
Lib-Dem, UKIP, Green, other parties, Independ¬ 
ents, and supporters of none - will (we’re sure 
from field-work) vote for a more open, transpar¬ 
ent, democratic system - the committee system. 

Public First’s campaign launches in Bridport at 
7pm at the Electric Palace on February 11th, con¬ 
tinuing in Dorchester on February 24th, and Lyme 
Regis , Beaminster and Sherborne will follow. 
Members of the public will be invited to speak of 
their experiences of the current system and 
whether the committee system should replace it.

The Town Mill Trust must ensure that this little 
corner of Lyme becomes vibrant again, though 
with the unforgiveable loss of its cheesemonger 
I fear this could prove to be an almost impossible 
achievement.

Parish council reduces precept 
despite pressure on services 


UPLYME Parish Council has made a 
slight decrease on the council tax pre¬ 
cept, despite increased pressure to take 
on more services. 

Uplyme councillors agreed to a total 
precept (the part of council tax that 
goes towards the parish council) of 
£20,409.97 for the 2016/17 financial 
year, equating to an annual contribution 
of £23.79 for an average band D prop¬ 
erty, which is about 20 pence less than 
last year. 

Parish clerk Lois Wakeman said: 
“The council has worked hard to bal¬ 
ance the demand on the taxpayers with 
the ever-increasing calls on it to take on 
work from higher-tier authorities. 

“Without the hundreds of hours of 
unpaid work put in by willing volun¬ 
teers and councillors, your tax bill 
would be many times higher; for exam¬ 
ple, ditches, sumps and weirs are 
cleared, the playground and footpaths 
are checked, winter gritting is done on 
minor roads, and the emergency team 
is on hand if there are more floods. 

“The council would therefore like to 
thank all those who give their time on 
behalf of the parish, and encourage oth¬ 
ers to come forward and offer their help 
if they are able.” 

■ UPLYME parish councillors have 
discussed the repeated problem of in¬ 
considerate parking around the village 
with local police. 

A number of incidents of inconsider¬ 
ate parking have been reported re¬ 
cently, some of which have prevented 
emergency vehicles from passing. 

Although councillors felt that parking 
restrictions might be the obvious an¬ 


swer, they were told these are difficult 
and expensive to out in place, and the 
police will be asked to speak to the of¬ 
fenders and, if necessary, issue penal¬ 
ties. 

A total of eight crimes were reported 
in Uplyme last month, putting it at the 
top of the Axminster Rural policing 
area for crime figures. Details of the 
crimes have not been given. 

■ THE long-awaited improvements to 
Uplyme Village’s Hall’s PA system are 
due to start next month. 

The system will be upgraded during 
the half term break and it is hoped the 
improvements will help to overcome 
the difficulties of hearing over the noise 
of the heating system. 

■ THE following Uplyme planning ap¬ 
plications have been approved by East 
Devon District Council: 

Removal of condition to allow unre¬ 
stricted residential use at Coombehayes 
Barn, Wadley Hill; Internal alterations 
and installation of soil vent pipe and 
extraction unit at Upper Cottage, Ro- 
combe; Replacement dwelling and 
Ayot, Gore Lane; Eerection of agricul¬ 
tural worker’s dwelling at Annie Field 
Farm, land north of Carswell Farm; Re¬ 
placement dwelling at Hunters Moon, 
Yawl Hill Lane; Two-storey rear exten¬ 
sion at Honeysuckle Cottage, Har- 
combe; Install dormer window and first 
floor window at West End, Lyme Road;

BBC Young Folk Award winners bring Weave’ album tour to Arts Centre 


THE EXCITING, young trio Jaywalkers will be 
coming to the Bridport Arts Centre on Friday, Jan¬ 
uary 29th. These former BBC Young Folk Award 
finalists are touring their third studio album - 
Weave - which sees them further expanding their 
musical horizons at all levels. Together they effort¬ 
lessly fuse elements of Bluegrass, Folk and Old- 
Time and the music Jaywalkers create is 
innovative, rooted deeply in tradition, and exhil¬ 
arating. The night promises to be an entertaining, 
foot stomping evening and is not to be missed! 

Most of their songs are written/inspired by sto¬ 
ries and poetry from Mike's home county of Lan¬ 
cashire. The history of the area only really starts 
around the time of the Industrial Revolution when 
the cotton industry arrived. The main theme run¬ 
ning through the album is a study of the hardships 
of life in the Lancashire working classes. There are 
moments of playful respite - their instrumentals 
are fast, playful up-tempo tunes - but the songs 
tell tales of protest, poverty, fight for freedom and, 
as is inevitable with folk songs, death. 

Unlike their previous two albums which were 
done on little to no budgets, the third album finds 
the band working with an established producer, 
having full online and digital distribution, a PR 
campaign and the like. The larger budget for this 
has partly come courtesy of Help Musicians UK, 
who offered the band an 'Emerging Excellence 
Award' for young artists working in any genre of 
music. They applied for it in early 2014 and found 
out in March that they were successful. This 
meant the band were able to work with the fan¬ 
tastic Andy Bell (and his dog Hudson), who would 
engineer and produce the album. Considered by 
many to be the top folk producer working on the 
British Folk Scene, Andy won a Folk Award for best 
album with the Full English project last year. The 


Emerging Excellence Award also enabled them to 
afford an illustrator to design the album and 
record most of it at Wavelength Studios in Don¬ 
caster (used by the likes of Martin Simpson and 
Jon Boden). 

The music Jaywalkers create live, and on 'Weave' 
is innovative, rooted deeply in tradition, and exhil¬ 
arating. With the release of their new album and a 
full year of touring and festivals behind them, 2015 
has been a breakthrough year for the band.... and 
things are only looking up for this young trio. 

Jaywalkers play at Bridport Arts Centre on Friday, 
January 29th, with doors opening 7.30pm for 8pm 
start.

These manage the car's front-to- 
rear torque split, and also can con¬ 
trol the side-to-side torque 
distribution at the rear axle - deliv¬ 
ering the "torque vectoring" capa¬ 


bility, which has a dramatic impact 
on handling and cornering stability. 

The control unit in the RDU contin¬ 
uously varies the front-to-rear and 
side-to-side torque distribution to 
suit the current driving situation, 
monitoring inputs from multiple ve¬ 
hicle sensors 100 times per second.

This 
torque transfer has the effect of "dri¬ 
ving" the car into the bend, achiev¬ 
ing improved turn-in and stability, 
and virtually eliminating understeer. 

The AWD system has been tuned 
by Ford engineers to deliver excep¬ 
tional grip - with lateral accelera¬ 
tion force exceeding 1 g - and 
class-leading cornering speed and 
acceleration out of bends. With neu¬ 
tral and adjustable limit handling, 
and the ability to achieve controlled 
oversteer drifts at the track, the 
Focus RS delivers the ultimate fun- 
to-drive experience. 

"This AWD system is a break¬ 


through technology, capable of de¬ 
livering supreme cornering and han¬ 
dling at the limit," said Dave Pericak, 
director, Global Ford Performance.

To deliver optimum driving dy¬

Other exclusive chassis features 
include sports suspension with 
stiffer spring rates - increased by 33 
per cent front and 38 per cent rear 
- and more efficient anti-roll-bars 
than those found in the Focus ST, 
and two-mode switchable 
dampers, which offer a 40 per cent 
firmer Sport setting for track driv¬ 
ing. A carefully tuned electric 
power-assisted steering system, 
working in combination with an op¬ 
timised front suspension knuckle 
design and shorter steering link 
arms, delivers responsive steering 
with outstanding feel. 

To ensure there was no compro¬ 
mise to the precision and connected 
feel offered by the steering, addi¬ 


tional stiffening measures were in¬ 
troduced to the chassis - notably in 
the rear subframe - and the rear 
body structure.

T HE first shore match of the Lyme 
Regis Sea Angling Club season 
was held on last Wednesday at 
Seaton where 16 members braved the 
strong winds and icy sleet to compete in 
the match.
